ALWAYS zero beat the other fellow's signal with separates. 
I cant remember any separates not using zero beat although I am 
not sure about the kenwoodie twins. 


ALWAYS tune to whatever offset the rig has (usually 600-800hz) if 
the rig is a transsceiver. 


I am not aware of any different modes although there may be a gotcha 
or two in some obscure rigs. 


The idea is to return transmit on the other fella's QRG. Hence you 
obviously wanna zero beat. Transceiver manufacturers were too cheap 

to put in real zero beats for proper tuning (except the Century 21). 
Basically it had to do with using crystal driven bfo's rather than 

real tunable bfo's which could be zero beat (cheap designers and stupid 
ssb tricks were the main cause of the problem). Notice that early 

ssb transceivers with cw added as an afterthought did not have receiver 
incremental tuning (rit). Only after hams began to complain to the 
manufacturers did they incorporate rit. 


Hence you tune transceivers generically to whatever the passband offset 
normally would be for the beat frequency. Most of the time that is 
around 750hz, although a few are higher. For some obscure reason, my 
HW-16 likes 1000hz which is awfully high to my ears. 


I tend to be a bit of a Luddite, and prefer a real zero beat. I can 
always tune a zero beat to the correct frequency, but sometimes have 
fits getting the tuning exact to the other fellow, especially if he 
is wont to use a narrow cw filter, in transceivers.

Phenolic is a late model term for cast resin materials. I think it 
came in in the middle 30's. Bakelite, Celoron, and a few other names 
were common in the 20's. I don't know what it was called earlier. 
Look in early Radio News or Broadcasting or QST for ads for panels 
and you can see what it was called for trade or brand names. 


The 1915 Siemens spark tuner that a friend has uses what looks like 

a 1/2 inch thick bakelite panel, that appears to have a papery base 

to it. The knobs are bakelite and appear cast. His SE-143 tuner from 
1916 has a 1/2 inch thick bakelite panel also that appears to be with 
some form of base material (probably paper). 


The stuff is black cast resin with a paper base, usually, known as 
bakelite. There are some articles in Radio News or Broadcasting back 
in the early 1920's that show how the stuff is made, and show the 
paper being impregnated with the resin, for the manufacture of panels. 


Knobs and dials, as well as some small parts were cast resin without 
the paper base. I am aware of some knobs that look pressed rather than 
cast, and they seem to be flaky like they may have a paper base. 


The table came from a local plastic reps catalogue, about 5 years ago. 
That was the last time I checked on the pricing, and opted out for black 
acrylic, instead, for play things.

My guess it was cut with a saw, or split and ground smooth. 
We used to have a place here that cut slab granite and so forth for 


headstones. The saw was some 300 feet long in a continuous loop 
around big wheels about 15 feet in diameter. It cut the stone under 
a water stream for lubrication and cooling and could make 1 inch 
slabs fairly easily. The stuff would be HEAVY, tho. 


Early radio panels on spark transmitters and tuners (crystal receivers) 
in the commercial sector used very thick panels. The ones I have seen 
were 1-1.5 inches thick on transmitters and 3/8 to 1/2 inch on tuners 
manufactured up through the middle twenties. The stuff appeared to

The BC-375 never had AC power supplies, but only 28 volt dynamotor 
power supplies. The BC-191 had AC power supplies and in mobile 

use and a rare few AA models in aircraft use had dynamotor supplies. 
The BC-375 was used only in aircraft, while the BC-191 was used in 
fixed station, portable station, mobile, and a very few aircraft. 


They are the same transmitter, except for minor filament modifications to 
allow series (BC-375 28 volt dc) or parallel filament (BC-191 14 volt ac/dc) 
operation. The AA series did not have the built-in antenna tuning section 
and had no temperature compensation in the tuning units. 


Hams were want to put AC power supplies in both after the war, and on 
the 375, it just won't work, without MAJOR mods to the beast. On the 
191 either will work depending upon a switch setting inside the tube 
compartment which broke out the relay circuit from the filament circuit. 
The BC-375 only requires about 5 amps dc to run the filaments and relays 
at 28 volts, but back after the war, that was a difficult de voltage to 
come up with. Hence, hams were wont to butcher the rig to make it run 
AC, and that is were much of the trouble began. 


The main reason that hams had such trouble with them was that the 

power supplies were not dynamically stable. The BC-375 and the BC-191 
used VERY sparse filtering in the HV power supply. This allowed a quick 
pull down with cw keying to a stable voltage. This gave, in effect, 

an extremely slight chirp at a keying rate, but not sufficient to cause 
any operating problems. The signal was stable after the power supply 
had settled down in a millisecond or two. Hams added a lot of extra 
filtering and the power supplies became dynamically unstable at cw 

keing rates, and drifty. The beast would then youp and chirp as well 


as drift tremendously, at a slower rate, too slow to allow effective 
keying. This is easily demonstrated by taking the HV and adding a 
10 uf filter condenser across the existing 2 uf filter. The time 
constant increases dramatically and the chirp becomes unbearable. 


The second reason that hams had such trouble with them was that the 
antenna keying/changeover relays were not properly sequenced. There are 
some 10 contact pairs on the relay that MUST be properly sequenced to 

key the beast properly. That sequencing operation is NOT covered in 

any of the standard manuals but only covered in the depot repair manual, 
and hams did not know the procedure. It required local manufacture of 

a rather extensive test jig box with about 8 or 10 lights and some special 
tools to properly actuate the relay arm. Hams could not be bothered with 
it so they gave the transmitter a bum rap. Basically it is a lack of 
knowledge issue --- read ignorance of the reality of the beast. And, 
hams were too lazy to go to the trouble. 


The third reason that hams had such trouble with them was that they 
required careful neutralization of the final amp tubes after EVERY tube 
change. The procedure is simple and covered in the standard manual for 
the rig, but, again, hams seem ill tempered to go through the proper 
neutralization procedures. On the BC-191 it requires only a piece of 
tape over one of the tube filament pins to turn the tube off. On the 
BC-375, because the filaments were seriesed, it required disconnecting 
the HV plate lead to the final amplifier (which required complete removal 
of the back panel [a hefty handful of screws], and unsoldering a HEAVY 
plate lead from a hard to get at bypass capacitor under the tube deck). 
Hence, again hams were too lazy to go through the procedures, and the 
rig got a bum rap.

Does anyone out there in BA land know exactly how many TR-6 transceivers 
that were manufactured by R.L.Drake?? 

I have heard conflicting numbers but always around 500 or so.... 

A VHF enthusiast friend of mine is keeping records of the TR-6 serial 
numbers and who owns them and his current list has a serial number of 598 
as the highest one he has info on. The lowest number on the list he has is 
Serial number 17. 


So, can anyone give a definitive answer as to exactly how many were 


produced? I owned #310 at one time (and kick myself every day for selling 
it).

Nuvistors, ugh! That's a part of my life I'd just as soon forget. Any 
nuvistors show up around here, they'll turn into FET's in a hurry. 


Nuvistors were miniaturized vacuum tubes. RCA thought they were going 
to save the world. They were made for about five years, beginning in 
1960, and often used in "solid state" boxes, so there was always some 
confusion as to what was inside those little tin cans. Trouble, that's 
what was inside. When they worked, they worked fine, but look 
cross-eyed at them, and they'd go noisy and microphonic. Inside the 
can were a triode (usually) or a tetrode (with a plate cap). They ran 
on low current (1 ma Ik as I recall) and voltage (Ebb of 50 volts) and 
ran in Class A or Class B circuits. Let one of those suckers draw any 
grid current and they'd suck the coating off the cathode and deposit it 
on the grid. The close spacing meant that transit time (think 
transistor "stored charge") was quite low, so they could run up to 
several hundred megacycles quite well. Bang one of the damned things, 
and it was permanently microphonic. As I recall, using them at 
Tektronix (as cathode followers to give high impedance for scope preamp 
inputs), we had to put in a protective circuit to assure that Ebb 
didn't go above 50 volts, and a catching diode to prevent biasing the 
grid positive. A lot of people didn't do that----I recall "solving" a 
few other instrumentation type's problems by pointing out that the 
little suckers wouldn't swallow even as much abuse as a geranium (sic) 
transistor. 


Acorn tubes were fun, even if they didn't have much sap, and the 
lighthouse and pencil tubes were something amusingly different and a 
challenge to work with. But Nuvistors? Show me a Nuvistor and I'll 
show you a FET replacing it. At least if you drop a FET or let it's 
gate go up a volt or two, it won't blow up on you. I'd rather work 
with 2N404's.

I've got a large supply of the 6AK5 substitutes, if anyone is interested in 
playing. I also de-lidded one, and found that the circuit consists of two 
cascode connected FETs, with a zener from the G2 to plate. There is a 60 ohm 
thin film resistor in the plate (drain) lead of the output. Pins 2 and 7 are 
not internally connected, as in the 6AK5. 


In the early 70's a commercial product came out from Teledyne Semiconductor that 
was slanted at the millions of tubes in telephone service and at certain popular 


tubes in specific instruments like the popular Hewlett Packard HP-400 Vacuum 
Tube AC voltmeter. 


These were called "FETRONS" because they were a cascode circuit of Field Effect 
Transistors with internal resistors to drop the tube socket voltages 
appropriately and with standard tube bases on the little metal cans. Some were 
plug in replacements for the 6AK5 pentode, and maybe the 6AU6. I think some 
dual triode replacement was also available. Teledyne marketed them as complete 
tube conversion kits by the Model no. of the instrument, but although the ones I 
tried worked well on the HP meters, they never caught on as the great conversion 
to solid state instruments was well under way, and perhaps Teledyne did not know 
how to market "tubes". 


In other words, they were a similar idea to the earlier Nuvistor R 9'er 
circuits; but since they projected a lifetime well in excess of the instruments 
they went in, it just did not catch on. They were affordable if you intended to 
keep the instrument opeating indefinitely, but tubes remained far cheaper for 
some years, and were still available more easily and widely. The telephone 
trade just did not go for them, which would have kept them in business, and 
Teledyne Semi. eventually merged I think with other companies, and such a niche 
business soon went away.

Raising B+ from 90vdc to 250vdc is quite a change; was the circuit designed 

to run at 90? It's difficult to diagnose something like this without looking at 
it, but with the tube running at that high B+ it may be breaking into oscillation 
just due to internal capacitance. There is more than one way to achieve 
regeneration, and not all the ways are always deliberate. Another thing to 
consider (maybe a long shot) might be your power supply regulation... how 

steady is your B+? What kind of filter do you have?

I once built a breadboard regen set using two 6SN7s. Why 6SN7s? - just 

because I had a lot of them to play with (still do), and I think they're about as 

versatile a "play tube" as one can find. The 1st half of V1 was TRF, the 2nd 
half a regenerative detector, and the two halves of V2 were AF. I wound coils 

for it using large discarded plastic pill bottles fitted into octal tube bases, 

and this little rig covered all the way from broadcast band up to 15 meters (I 
couldn't coax it higher, but then I wasn't trying very hard either). It was 

ticklish, and had to be tweaked depending on wavelength tuned, but despite 

that it worked rather well. If I were to do it over again I probably would use a 
screen grid tube (maybe a 35) and vary the regeneration by varying the 

screen voltage; smooth control, and tuning calibrations stay put a lot better. 
Nothing wrong with a throttling condenser setup instead... that should work 

well too.

I need the collective wisdom of the regen experts! I rewired my 
833-A regen receiver, and eliminated the pot to control plate voltage. Now 
regeneration is controlled by a capacitor to ground on the tickler. I had 
to raise the plate voltage from 90 to 250, and pad the regen variable cap 
with a 100 pf SM (now 120-300 pf) to get regeneration across the 4-7.4 Mc. 
tuning range. The grid coil is 16 turns, and the tickler is 8 turns, so I 
should have enough feedback. The other problem is that the set appears to 
be "motorboating" at the point of regeneration, and varies from 
pop...pop...pop to a steady growl as the regeneration is increased. Past 
the critical point, the growling stops, but of course the sensitivity is 
down. AM is fine, but CW is almost impossible. It did this with the B+ 
regen control circuit, too. 

I have run the grid leak from 1 meg to 15 megs, with no change to 
the behaviour. The plate lead runs through the primary of an audio 
transformer, and the secondary goes to 600 ohm ‘phones or a small outboard 
audio amp. The B+ side of the primary is bypassed with a 1 mfd cap. The 
noise doesn't sound like the "fringe howl" that I had on my my first regen. 

I cured that one with a 100K resistor across the the xfmr secondary. 

When set just before oscillation, the rcevr pulls in SWBC stations 

quite well, and is quite a conversation piece! 


Any suggestions will be appreciated. 73

The biggest merit with the WFSL is this - Suppose that I am a newcomer to the 
group. I won't know that just one month ago someone posted E-mail for a piece 
of equipment that I wanted. From a 'netiquette' viewpoint, it would not be 
appropriate for the seller to continually post FOR SALE messages for the same 
piece(s) of gear.
